als, but neither could restrain the 
tears running down their faces. 
First the younger man came tim- 
idly to his father, patted his hand, 
held the lapel of his coat and then 
abruptly put his arms around him 
and they cried on each other's 
shoulders. I did not know until 
after the service that they had 
been at swords’ points in a bitter 
quarrel that was dangerous and 
serious. How sweet when the fa- 
ther and son were both saved and 
then found perfect peace with each 
other at the same time. 


I never saw such a strong, quiet 
moving of the Holy Spirit on the 
hearts of men. The services were 
quiet and orderly. These Northern- 
ers are so accustomed to form and 
dignity in the church services, but 
the religion of these who are Fun- 
damentalists is very real, and when 
God began to strike people down 
in the services, the effect was re- 
markable, Two men fell under the 
power of the Holy Spirit, without a 
cry, without confusion. 


When mature men and women 
were saved, immediately they be- 
gan to win others. We soon had 
the custom established of a person- 
al worker walking down to the 
front with each new convert. And 
one night a husband would be 
saved and the next night would 
bring his wife.

I find that as I try to tell it, 
words cannot express the marvel- 
ous power of God. 


But the way the Spirit of God 
worked Sunday night, I can never 
forget. With such a great crowd 
I feared that some would begin 
to leave in the invitation, but they 
stayed and sinners kept coming. 
Forty-five came before the bene- 
diction. Then during the closing 
prayer, I slipped off the platform 
to a woman who had wept through 
some of the sermon and all of the 
invitation, She was immediately 
saved and came to the platform 
with all the other new converts of 
that service for further instructions 
and assurance. A lost man, greatly 
distressed, lingered near the front 
and a worker called my attention 
to his case. His eleven year old 
boy was a Christian and stood by 
his side. He was happily convert- 
ed after a few moments. 


We could hardly get away from 
the theater Sunday-night. It was 
twenty-five minutes until twelve 
when we left the theater and went 
home. Brother Harold Strathearn 
of the Interstate Evangelistic As- 
sociation came with me to my 
home and. he and I talked until 
2:30 in the morning. Even then I 
could hardly go to sleep for prais- 
ing God and rejoicing and even 
now I feel lfke weeping for joy 
over the wonderful blessings of 
God!

The Indwelling Began, Not At 
Pentecost But When Christ 


Was Glorified 


It is so important to notice what 
the Scriptures expressly state, 
that is, that the Holy Spirit began 
to dwell in Christians’ bodies, the 
day of Christ’s resurrection with 
a glorified body, and not at Pente- 
cost. Pentecost was an important 
date, but the. apostles who waited 
and prayed until the aay of Pente- 
cost, were not praying for the 
Holy Spirit to come and dwell in 
them. They had already received 
Him when Jesus breathed on them 
and said, “Receive ye the Holy 
Ghost.” He was poured out on 
them and filled them with soul 
winning power at Pentecost, but 
already He had taken up His abode 
in their bodies. Christians today 
should not pray for the Holy Spirit 
to come and dwell in their bodies. 
That He already does. The dls- 
ciples before Pentecost were not 
praying for the Holy Spirit to 
dwell in their bodies, but for the 
soul winning power promised in 
Luke 24:49 and Acts 1:8, 


Holy Spirit Now Dwells In Every 


Christian 


The Bible does not expressly say 
so, but it implies that on the day 
of the resurrection every saved 
person then alive had the Holy 
Spirit to come into His body to 
dwell just as did those apostles. 
And from that time on, wheneve! 
one is born of the Spirit, the same 


one of the brightest spots of my 
life. Most of my larger meetings 
have been independent. It was 
sweet to have on the platform with 
me night after night a number of 
preachers that believed all the Bi- 
ble, who fervently endorsed my 
preaching and everyone of whom 
left the platform to win souls dur- 
ing the invitation. 


The love of the people was ex- 
pressed in a thousand ways. Peo- 
ple brought their offerings so abun- 
dantly that not only was there no 
need to press the matter, but they 
had some $300.00 more than was 
needed to pay the general expens- 


es of about $1,850.00 for the reviv- 


al. They paid for extra radio time 
for me, and did everything else 
that I suggested. The people 
brought us dozens of gifts. Al- 
though the revival committee was 
paying for our grocery bill, scores 
of delicacies were brought us by 
individuals who wanted to share 
their blueberry pie, their angel food 
cake, their strawberry preserves, 
their crab-apple jelly, Norwegian 
soup, country ham, etc . They kept 
us supplied with fresh homemade 
bread and more cake than we could 
eat. They brought Mrs. Rice and 
Miss Lola Mae flowers, candy, ex- 
pensive leather goods, and one man 
gave the family three pairs of 
shoes. Another man insisted on 
keeping my automobile filled with 
gas and oil. The junior class of the 
Practical Bible Training School at 
Bible School Park in Johnson City, 
elected me as an honorary member 
and I spoke several times there. 
The Baptist Bible Seminary had 


me to speak, and I autographed 


literally hundreds of Bibles, I sup- 
pose. 

The love offering of the people 
was generous, and many, many 
people wept as they told us good- 
bye and begged us to return. 


The deacons and trustees of 
Grace Baptist Church were 60 
grieved about the way they were 
misied by Dr. Norris and Brother 
Entzminger, that they had a spe- 
cial meeting the last week of the 
revival and gave me a statement 
which every one signed. Since they 
had been deceived into~cancelling 
the revival at first, they want ev- 
erybody to know how they feel 
now. If there is room, I may print 
their good letter later. God bless 
these good men.

Many Scriptures prove that every- 
one who is saved has the Holy 
Spirit dwelling in his body. Note

Now 
if any man have not the Spirit of 
Christ, he is none of his.'' (Rom. 
8:9). 

"What? know ye not that your 
body is the temple of the Holy 
Ghost which is in you, which ye 
have of God, and ye are not your 
own? 

"For ye are bought with a price: 
therefore glorify God in your coos 
and in your spirit, which are 
God's." (| Cor. 6:19, 20). 

"Know ye not that ye are the 
temple of God, and that the Spirit 
of God dwelleth in you? 

"If any man defile the temple of 
God, him shall God destroy; for 
the temple of God is holy, which 
temple ye are." (I Cor. 3:16, 17). 

"And what agreement hath the 
temple of God with idols? for ye 
are the temple of the living God; 
as God hath said, | will dwell in 
them, and walk in them; and | wiil 
be their God, and they shall be 
my people.”

If any man has not this Holy 
Spirit, this Spirit of Christ, or 
Spirit of God, he is not a Chris- 
tian, says Romans 8:9. If you are 
saved, you have the Holy Spirit 
in your body. . 


Every Christian Baptized (Buried) 


Into the Body of Christ 


Christ is preparing a body, men- 
tioned many times in the New Tes- 
tament. Colossians 1:18 says, 
“And He is the head of the body, 
the church.” Ephesians 1:22, 23 
tells us of “the church which is 
His body.” Hebrews 12:22, 23 tells 
how this body, including all the 
saved, “the church of the first- 
born which are written in Heaven,” 
composed of all “the spirits of just 
men made perfect”. will be assem- 
bled in the heavenly Jerusalem 
at the rapture. 


“But ye are come unto Mount 
Sion, and unto the city of the liv- 
ing God, the heavenly Jerusalem, 
and to an innumerable company 
of angels, 

"To the general assembly and 
church of the firstborn, which are 
written in heaven, and to God the 
Judge of all, and to the spirits of 
just men made perfect." (Heb. 12: 
22, 23). 

Now this body of Christ, this 
group of saved people who will be 
called out to meet Jesus in the’air 
and assembled in Heaven, includes 
every saved person. When one is 
born of the Spirit, the Spirit puts 


him into this body of Christ. I 
Corinthians 12:12-14 says: 


"For as the body is one, and 
hath many members, and all the 
members of that one body, being 
many, are cone body: so also is 
Christ. 

“For by one Spirit are we all 
baptized into one body, whether 
we be Jews or Gentiles, whether 
wé be bond or free; and have been 
all made to drink into one Spirit. 

"Fok the body is not one mem- 
ber, but many.’ 


Baptism is a .burial (Col. 2:12, 
Rom. 6:4, 5). The term in the 
Greek literaliy means a burial. Ev- 
ery saved person has been buried 
into the body of Christ and left 
there, becoming a part of that 
body.. . y qe tht a 
A baptism in water is followed 
by a resurrection. from the water 
but when one is baptized into the 
body of Christ, he is buried in that 
body, welded and sealed into the 
body of Christ and becomes a 
member or part of that body, nev- 
er to be taken out of it. One rea- 
son a child of God can never be 
lost is that he is a part of the body 
of Christ, It is said that somecne 
asked a little girl who felt secure 
in everlasting life, “But aren’t you 
afraid you might slip through 
Christ’s fingers?” But she an- 
swered, “No, No, I am one of the 
fingers!” Every saved person is 


buried into the body of Christ and 
becomes a part of that body. At 
the same time he drinks in the 

y Spirit. 

otice carefully that one may be 
ba or buried in different ele- 
ments. One may be baptized in 
water. John said: 
- "| indeed baptize you with (or 
in} water unto repentance: but he 
that cometh after me is mightier 
than |, whose shoes | am not wor- 
thy to bear: he shall baptize you 
with the Holy Ghost ... ." (Matt. 
3:11). 
Compare these three entirely sep- 
arate baptisms. A preacher bap- 
tizes, or buries, a new convert in 
water. Christ was to baptize (or 
cover up) Christians in the Holy 
Ghost. But the Holy Spirit has 
baptized (or buried) every Chris- 
tian into the body of Christ. The 
term baptism here refers to three 
entirely different events. A preach- 
er baptizes in water, Christ baptiz- 
es in the Holy Ghost, the Holy 
Ghost baptizes into the body of 
Christ. 

Every saved person is baptized 
by the Holy Spirit into the body of 
Christ . But it is not true that ev- 
ery saved person has been baptized 
in water, and it is not true that 
every person has had the Holy Spir- 
it poured out on him in such abun- 
dance and power as to cover him, 
surround him, ccmpletely, with the 
Holy Ghost. 

If you do not see that difference, 
then go back and r again the 
Scriptures-given on this question. 
Every saved person is put into the 
body of Christ by the Holy Spirit 
and made a part of that body. 


What The Holy Spirit Did At 


Conversion 


For every saved person, then, 
the Holy Spirit has done certain 
things: 

(1). Every saved person 
BORN of the Spirit (John 3:5). 

(2). Every saved person has re- 
ceived the Holy Spirit to dwell in 
his body (Rom. 8:9; I Cor. 6:19, 
20). 

(3) Every saved person has been 
taken by the Holy Spirit and buried 
or baptized into the body of Christ 
(I Cor. 12:12, 13). 

The Bible speaks of this body 
as “the church which is his body” 
(Col, 1:18), and as “the general 
assembly and church of the first- 
born (Heb. 12:23). (However, let 
this church, the body of Christ, the 
assembly that will meet in Heaven 
at the rapture, not be confused 
with local congregations of Chris- 
tians called churches). The Bible 
gives example and precept for lo- 
cal congregations of Christians 
called churches. Every local church 
is a called out assembly (Greek 
ekklesia), but at the rapture, ev- 
ery saved person will be in another 
called out assembly. 

It is clear that every saved per- 
son is born of the Spirit, indwelt 
by the Spirit, and placed or bap- 
tized into the body of Christ by the 
Spirit.

But Every Christian Can Have 


More Holy Spirit Power 


Just as the disciples were com- 
manded tc tarry at Jerusalem until 
they be endued with power from 
on high, after Jesus had breathed 
on them and they had received the 
Holy Ghost, so Christians today 
need the same Holy Spirit power. 
There is no room for argument on 
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this question. It is obviously true 
that not every Christian has what 
the disciples got at Pentecost. The 
Holy rit was in them, already, 
but they needed Him to come up- | 
on them for soul winning power. 
In Acts I: 8 Jesus told the dis- 
ciples” 

"But ye shall receive power, af- 
ter that the Holy Ghost is come 
upon you: and ye shall be witness- 
es unto me both in Jerusalem, and 
in all Judea, and in Samaria, and 
unto the uttermost part of the 
earth.” 

Note the distinction made by the 
Saviour. The Holy Spirit was al- 
ready in them, but they needed 
Him upon them in powerful wit- 
nessing. 


Several other cases besides that 
of the apostles at Pentecost show 
that ome can now be saved and 
have the Holy Spirit dwelling in 
his body and yet not have the 
Holy Spirit upon him in soul win- 
ning power, Notice these cases. 

In the case of the new converts 
in Phillip’s revival at Samaria, the 
Holy Ghost had not fallen on them 
until Peter and John came down 
from Jerusalem and prayed for 
them. Acts 8:14-17 says: 


"Now when the apostles which 
were at Jerusalem heard that Sa- 
maria had received the word of 
God, they sent unto them Peter 
and John:: : 

"Who, when they were come 
down, prayed for them, that they 
might receive the Holy Ghost: 

"(For as yet he was fallen upon 
none of them: only they were bap- 
tized in the name of the Lord Je- 
sus}. 

"Then laid they their hands on 
them, and they received the Holy 


Ghost.”

Paul the apostle. was converted 
on the road down to Damascus, 
but was not filled with the Holy 
Ghost until three days later when 
Ananias came to him and said, 
“Brother Saul, the Lord, even Je- 
sus, that appeared unto thee in the 
way as thou camest, hath sent me 
that thou mightest receive thy 
sight and be filled with the Holy 
Ghost.” Paul was converted, and 
we may be sure that the Holy Spir- 
it came into His body to dwell 
when he was converted. But three 
days later he was filled with the 
Holy Ghost, proving that a Curis- 
tian needs more of the Holy Spir- 
it’s work than what happens to 
him at conversion. 

Again in Acts 19:1-6, we are 
told of “disciples’’ who had “be- 
lieved” and had been baptized, and 
yet knew nothing of the blessing 
of Holy Spirit power. Some peo- 


ple believe that these were not 


saved, but since God’s word calls 
them disciples, and Paul announc- 
es that they had believed in Christ, 
the simplest and safest plan would 
be*to accept them as saved people 
just like any other believers or 
disciples. If they were truly believ- 
ers in Christ, then we believed 
the Holy Spirit had come in their 
bodies to dwell, but they knew 
nothing of His fullness, His power 
for service. 


It is clear, then, according to 
the Bible, that when one is saved, 
he is born of the Spirit, the Holy 
Spirit dwells in his body, and he 
has been buried or baptized into 
the body of Christ. But it is equal- 
ly clear that such a Christian needs 
yet other work of the Holy Spirit’ 
to prepare him for soul winning 


witnessing. 


Baptism, Filling, Pouring Out, or 
Gift of the Spirit All Refer To 
What Happened At Pentecost 


The Bible uses several terms 
for the blessing that came to the 
disciples at Pecntecost. In Luke 
24:49 Jesus told them. 


“And, behold, | send the prom- 
ise of my Father upon you: but 
tarry ye in the city of Jerusalem, 
until ye be endued with power 
from on high.” | 

Again in Acts 1:4, 5 we are told, 


"And, being assembled together 

with them, commanded them that 
they should not depart from Jeru- 
salem, but wait for the promise of 
the Father, which, saith he, ye have 
heard of me. : 
“For John truly: baptized with 
water; but ye shall be baptized 
with the Holy Ghost not many 
days hence." 


Both of the above Scriptures are 
clearly speaking of what is to come 
_— the disciples in a few days. 
They are to be baptized with the 
Holy Ghost, but that is the same 
as the endument with power from 
on high. In Acts 1:8, we are clear- 
ly told that it is the same. Jesus 
said, “But ye shall receive power, 
after that the Holy Ghost is come 
upon you: and ye shall be witness- 
es unto me both in Jerusalem, and 
in all Judea, and in Samaria, and 
unto the uttermost part of the 
earth.” When the baptism of the 
Holy Spirit comes, it will be an 
endument of power from on high, 
according to the words of Jesus. 


THE SWORD OF THE LORD 


Now we come to Acts 2:4 and 
there the Scripture says, “They 
were all filled with the Holy 
Ghost.” In the account in the 2nd 
chapter of Acts, of what happened 
at Pentecost, the Scripture does 
not use the term “endued with 
power ‘from on high,” but the pow- 
er came. That Scripture does not 
use the term “baptized with the 
Holy Ghost,” and yet they were 
covered up, surrounded, and 
buried in His presence and power. 
In Acts 2:4 this blessing is called 
a filling. Look carefully and you 
will see that at Pentecost they 
were “endued with power from on 
high,” they were “baptized with 
the Holy Ghost,” they were “all 
filled with the Holy Ghost.” These 
expressions all refer to what hap- 
pened at Pentecost. But something 
of this wonderful occasion was 
foretold in the 2nd chapter of Joel, 
as Peter explained to the people 
in his sermon. Acts 2:14-18 gives 
us some of Peter’s words. 


“But Peter, standing up with 
the eleven, lifted up his voice, 
and said unto them, Ye men of 
Judea, and all ye that dwell at 
Jerusalem, be this known unto you, 
and hearken to my words: 

"For these are not drunken, as 
ye suppose, seeing it is but the 
third hour of the day 

"But this is that which was spok- 
en by the prophet Joel; 

"And it shall come to pass in 
the last days, saith God, | will pour 
out of my Spirit upon all flesh: 
and your sons and your daughters 
shall prophesy, and your young 
men shall see visions, and your old 
men shall dream dreams: 

"And on my servants and on my 
handmaidens | wil! pour out in 
those days of my spirit; and they 


shall prophesy."— Acts 2:14-18. 


Here Peter says that what has 
happened is that ‘pouring out of 
the Spirit’ promised by the Prophet 
Joel! At Pentecost they not only 
had the endument with power from 
on high, the baptism of the Holy 
Ghost, the filling of the Holy Ghost, 
but they also had the pouring out 
of the Holy Ghost! 

And in the same chapter, Peter 
called the same blessing, “the gift 
of the Holy Ghost” (verse 38). 
In Acts 10:44, 45 when Cornelius 
and his household received the 
same blessing, we are told: 

"While Peter yet spake these 
words, the Holy Ghost fell on all 
them which heard the word. 

“And they of the circumcision 
which believed were astonished, as 
many as came with Peter, because 
that on the Gentiles also was 
poured out the gift of the Holy 
Ghost." 

What happened at Pentecost, 
then, was also “the gift of the Holy 
Ghost.” 

The words themselves may not 
always have the same meaning, 
but certainly in the language of 
the Bible, what happened at Pente- 
cost to the disciples was an en- 
dument of power from on high, a 
baptism of the Holy Ghost, a fill- 
ing of the Holy Ghost, a pouring 
out of the Holy Ghost and the 
gift of the Holy Ghost. 

All these terms are used directly 
about the blessing received that 
day. It becomes manifest, then, 
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that several terms are used in the 
Bible about the same experience. 


These Terms Not Used About 
Salvation Nor Indwelling of 
Spirit Nor Baptism Into The 


Body of Christ 


Some things the Holy Spirit does 
to everyone converted at the time 
of his salvation. The new convert 
is born of the Spirit, indwelt by 
the Spirit, and buried by the Holy 
Spirit into the body of Christ. Ail 
that happens, since the resurrection 
of Jesus, at the time of saivation. 
But what happened to the disciples 
at Pentecost was an entirely dit- 
ferent matter, and many Christiaus 
never have the soul winning power 
that the disciples received that day. 
All Christians could have, but this 
soul winning power, mentioned in 
the Bible by the terms “endued 
with powers from on high,” bap- 
tized with the Holy Ghost,” “filled 
with the Spirit,” etc., does not 
necessarily come at conversion. 

Cornelius and his household 
were filled with the Spirit when 
they were saved, but in most other 
cases in the Bible, the filling of 
the Spirit is an entirely separate 
matter from conversion. Let us not 
quibble about terms. If part of 
these terms used in the Bible of- 
fend you because it is used by 
someone you do not like, then use 
one of the other terms. But let 
us not miss the teaching involved. 
All Christians need Holy Spirit 
power whether you call it a pap- 
tism or filling, or endument, or 


gift of the Spirit. 

The usual term in the New Test- | 
ament is filled. That is the term) 
used about Pentecost. “And they | 
were all filled with the Holy Ghost” 
(Acts 2:4). It is used (fille or 
full) a number of other places in 
the New Testament, as for in- 
stance, Acts 4:8; Acts 4:31; Acts 
6:3, 5; Acts 7:55; Acts 9:17; Acts 
13:9, 52. Paul’s prayer for the 
Ephesians was that they might be | 
filled with all the fulness of God | 
(Eph. 3:19), and Christians are 
commanded in Ephesians 5:18, “Be 
filled with the Spirit.” In other 
places, other terms are used, but 
the term is not the essential thing. 
The power of the Spirit is the im- 
portant matter whether you call 
it a filling or a baptism, a gift 
or an anointing. 


Christians May Be Filled Many 


Times 


The disciples who were filled at 
Pentecost (Acts 2:4), were again 
filled with the Spirit in Acts 4:31. 
The same identical nine words are 
used in both verses, “And they 
were all filled with the Holy Ghost” 
(Acts 2:4); “And they were all 
filled with the Holy Ghost,” (Acts 
4:31). Incidentally, Peter got filled 
in between times (Acts 4:8). 

We are particularly told that 
Paul was filled with the Holy Ghost 
on two different occasions (Acts 
9:17 and Acts 13:9). Doubtless, 
many, many times he was filled 
afresh for service. The modern 
heresy, then, which teaches that 
the baptism of the Holy Ghost is 
a second work of grace which 
erradicates sin, etc., misses the 
mark entirely. Christians need to 
be filled again and again with the 
Holy Spirit. 


No Sinless Perfection Nor Tongues 


Nor Other Miracles 


Some people believe that to be 
filled or baptized with the Holy 
Ghost will result in sinless per- 
fection, but that is not true. Paul, 
after he was filled with the Holy 
Ghost, wrote, “I find then a law, 
that when I would do good, evil 
is present with me, For I delight 
in the law of God after the inward 
man: But I see,another law in 
my members, warring against*the 
law of my mind, and bring me in- 
to captivity te the law of sin which 
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is in my members.” (Romans 7:21- 
23). The same Paul, after he was 
filled with the Holy Ghost said that 
Christ came into the world to save 
sinners, “of whom I AM chief” 
(I Tim. 1:15). , 

John was filled with the Holy 
Spirit and then later wrote, “If 
we say that we have no sin, we de- 
ceive ourselves, and the truth is 
not in us’ (I John 1:8). The filling 
or baptism of the Holy Spirit does 
not make men sinless and perfect. 

Nor does the filling or baptism 
of the Holy Spirit neccessitate 
speaking with tongues. The Bible 
never mentions speaking with 
tongues as an evidence of the bap- 
tism of the Holy Ghost. The same 
is true about other miracles. At 
Pentecost there was the rushing 
sound of a mighty wind like a 
cyclone. In Acts 4:31 when the 
disciples were filled again there 
was an earthquake, but neither 
miracle is necessarily connected 
with the blessing of Holy Spirit 
power. Not a single Scripture in 
the Bible teaches us to expect 
miracles as a result of being filled 
with the Holy Ghost. 


Holy Spirit Filling or Baptism |s 
For Soul Winning 


Jesus commanded the disciples 
to go into all the world and preach 
the gospel to every creature, but 
insisted that they should tarry in 
Jerusalem to be endued with power 
from on high before they started. 
In Acts 1:4, 5, Jesus “Commanded 
that they should not depart from 
Jerusalem, but wait for the prom- 
ise of the Father, which saith he, 
ye have heard of me.” (Acts 1:4). 
Then verse 5 says that this will be 
a baptism of the Holy Ghost, and 


verse 8 says, “But ye shall receive 


power after that the Holy Ghost 
is come upon you, and ye shall 
be witnesses unto me, both in Jer- 
usalem and in all Judea, and in 
Samaria and unto the uttermost 
part of the earth.” This filling or 
baptism of the Holy Spirit which 
came at Pentecost, was plainly in-

tended to make powerful soul 
| winning witnesses of the disciples. 
That is what it was promised for, 
and that is what happened. The 
Bible evidence of the baptism or 
filling of the Holy Spirit is a testi- 
mony empowered by the Holy Spir- 
it that results in saving souls. 


This Blessing Needed Today 


The blessing of Holy Spirit pow- 
er is needed by every Christian. 
In Bible times it was not a slow 
growth in grace, but a definite, 
and oftentimes a sudden endument 
of heavenly power. In Ephesians 
5:18 we are commanded, 


"And be not drunk with wine, 
wherein is excess; but be filled 
with the Spirit." 

Getting drunk breaks this com- 
mandment, so it is a sin. Failing 
to be filled with the Holy Spirit 


breaks this commandment and is 
likewise a sin. Every Christian

Holy Ghost, Endued with power 
from on High, and Filled with the 
Holy Ghost ....

Dr. A. J. Gordon Believed in 
"Baptism in the Spirit" 


“Per contra, observe the words 
of Bro. Entzminger in the Funda- 
mentalist, issue of Jan. 31, 1936. 
He has the following remarks on 
the baptism of the Holy Spirit. 
‘In the first place, there is no such 
thing in the New Testament as the 
Baptism of the Holy Spirit.’ (Last 
col. page 1). Then he shows that 
in all seven passages in which the 
word ‘baptism’ is used in connec- 
tion with the Holy Spirit, it is AL- 
WAYS in the Holy Spirit. In this 
he is right. In that he agrees with 
the lamented A. J. Gordon. In 
his book, “The Ministry of the 
Spirit, he always uses the prepo- 
sition ‘in.’ Note: (page 80), ‘We 
must withhold our consent from 
the inconsistent exegesis which 
would make water baptism of the 
apostolic times still binding, but 
would relegate the baptism in the 
Spirit to a bygone dispensation.’ 
Note carefully his sas camer 
Baptism IN the Spirit. 


“But while Bro. Entzminger 
agrees with the phraseology of A. 
J. Gordon, they differ widely as to 
the present day enjoyment of that 
blessing. Bro. Entzminger holds 
that the blessing of the baptism 
in the Holy Spirit was for apos- 
tolic times; Bro. Gordon, that the 
blessing is for the present time. 
You will find Bro. Entzminger’s 
position in column two, page four, 
Fundamentalist of Jan. 31, 1936. 
He says the only times Christ bap- 
tized believers was at Pentecost 
and in the house of Cornelius (Acts 
2; Acts 10). Bro. Entzminger says 


the baptism of the Holy Spirit be- 
longs to a bygone dispensation; 
Bro. Gordon cannot consent. (See 
page 80, ‘The Ministry of the 
Spirit’). 

“While you hold that enduement, 
filling, and mean the same. 
thing, Bro. Entzminger calls that 
a ‘conglomerate mixture.’ I think 
his judgment is too severe. No one 
claims that the words are syn- 
onyms, but that these are just 
different ways of expressing the 
same blessing. Does Bro. Entz- 
minger deny that the Apostles 
were baptized in Holy Spirit on 
the first Pentecost after the resur- 
rection of Christ? Does he deny 
that the Holy Spirit was poured 
out on them then? Does he then 
admit that pouring and baptism 
are convertible terms? I repeat: 
His remarks are hypercritical.” 


Quotes Brother Sam Morris Agree- 


ing With Norris, Rice and Torrey 


“Sam Morris, pastor First Bap- 
tist Church, Stamford, says: ‘Bap- 
tism of the Holy Spirit is an en- 
duement of power from on high...’ 
‘The Baptism of the Holy Ghost, 
the filling of the Holy Ghost, and 
the ‘gift’ of the Holy Ghost’.... 
‘all mean the same thing.’ ‘Un- 
doubtedly it is for believers today.’ 
These quotations are from pages 
six, nine, and ten of the little 
booklet, ‘The Baptism of the Holy 
Ghost,’ by Rev. Sam Morris, Stam- 
ford, Texas.” 


Baptist Bible Union Confession of 
Faith Used by First Baptist and 
Temple Churches Teaches Bap- 

tism of The Spirit 


“Article 3, Confession of Faith 
of the Baptist Bible Union of 
North America: ‘. . .that he seals, 
baptizes, endues, guides, teaches, 
witnesses, sanctifies, and helps the 
believer.’ 


“The Rev. T. T. Shields of Can- 
ada is President of this Union, 
while Dr, W. B. Riley and Dr. J. 
Frank Norris are Vice-Presidents. 
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“We would expect that the Pres- 
ident and Vice-Presidents of this 
Union would be in accord with the 
very words of the Confession of 
Faith. This would place you in 
accord with the present day bless- 
ing of the baptism in the Holy 
Spirit. This is finally confirmed by 
Article three of the Confession of 
Faith of the First Baptist Church 
of Fcrt Worth, Texas; and by your 
utterances aforementioned an d 
those in the Fundamentalist of Oc- 
tober 18, 1955, page 5, col. 4. 


“Rev. W. Lee Rector, Ardmore, 
Oklahoma, matured the Orthodox 
Baptist Confession of Faith. Ar- 
ticle three of that Confession 
agrees substantially with Article 
three of the Confession of Faith 
of the Baptist Bible Union, but 
substitutes the word ‘anoint’ for 
the word ‘baptize.’ On page five 
of The Oz=thodox Baptist, Brother 
Rector says: ‘Eleventh, Orthodox 
Baptists preach that the baptism of 
the Holy Ghost (notice the prepo- 
sition ‘of’) and filling of the Holy 
Ghost are not one and the same 
thing while Fundamentalists preach 
that they are.’ See issue of Nov. 
28, 1935. Thus he agrees with 
Bro. Entzminger as to the present 
day blessing but violates his rule 
in the use of the right preposition. 
“Rev. John MacNeil teaches that 
baptism with the Holy Ghést (as 
he expresses it) is for the present 
day believers, yet that he may be 
baptized in Holy Spirit once only 
and may be filled repeatedly. 

is a good book, and may be pur- 
chased from Fundamentalist Book 
Room, Fort Worth, Texas. 

“Dr. W. B. Riley seems to be in 
accord wich the view that one may 
today receive the baptism in Holy 
Spirit.. See his treatment of I Cor. 
in 5 ~ Bible of the Expositor and 
the Evangelist.’ 

“All the roregoing Brethren 
agree that there is a present day 
possible filling of the Holy Ghost 
Now while some distinguish be- 
tween Baptism in Holy Spirit and 
the filling of the Holy Spirit, they 
are all at agreement on the main 
point, and that is that we may 
now be filled with the Holy Spirit, 
and that we ought by all means to 
be filled, 

“I am familiar with the argu- 
ment made by Bro. Entzminger 
that since the close of the apostol- 
ic age there is one baptism and 
that is water baptism or rather 
baptism in water. But the argu- 
ment is not without fault. ‘I'he 
Bible does not say ‘there is one 
baptism.’ Go and look into it; it 
does not say that. The present tense 
verb ‘is’ was added by the trans- 
lators. Furthermore, it does not 
say that baptism can take place 
in but one element. Christ spoke 
of the Baptism of suffering (Matt. 
20:22). Thus a man could be bap- 
tized in suffering. But it was no 
less true then than it is now. We 
conclude therefore that one may 
today be baptized in suffering. But 
does this nullify or contradict 
Ephesians 4:5? This passage prob- 
ably means that in the activities 
of the church, there is, as._to can- 
didate, element, administrator, 
form, and design, just one hap- 
tism.”

Dr. W. B. Riley on Present Day | 


Miracles 


“Now as to present-day miracles, 
I know of no.good reason why 
they should not be performed to- 
day. I find it difficult to admit 
this but the evidence is overwhelm- 
ing. It is not a matter of what 
all I may have seen, but it is a 
matter of what the Scriptures 
teach. 

"“Now this discussion will neces- 
sarily involve the matter of manu- 
scripts. You will recall that in 
Norris-Wallace Debate you in- 
formed Mr. Wallace that the last 
twelve verses of the book of Mark 
are wanting m the most ancient 
and best manuscripts. The best 
exegesis of this passage, therefore, 
is to delete the whole passage 
from the sacred canon: However, 
Dr. W. B. Riley disagrees. On page 
97 of “The Bible of the Expositor 
and the Evangelist,’ Dr. Riley 
says: ‘I belong to the company of 
those who believe that every soli- 
tary one of these gifts (in I Cor. 
12) are the possible possession of 
the Church of the twentieth cen- 
tury, provaded it be a Church of 
Christ.’ Nine gifts are there enu- 
merated, including gifts of healing, 
miracles, and tongues. He says: 
‘.. .miracles have marked every 
time and made remarkable every 
church that truly believed God;

can have the same Holy Spirit 
power, the same soul winning 
testimony that was offered New 
Testament Christians. Children of 
God everywhere should earnestly 
seek and find this heavenly endu- 
ment of power to prepare them 
again and again for the Master’s 
work. 

Some people quibble and argue 
They have learned 
opinions as to whether this bless- 
ing should be called a “baptism” 
or a filling of the Spirit and yet 
they never seek and never have 
the power which is offered and 
promised freely for those who seek 
it. 


How To Be Filled With The Spirit 


Two things are particularly com- 
manded those who would be filled 


the centuries, told the story of true 
succession — and they are telling it 
now as never before; helps, govern- 
ments, and diversities of tongues 
are still bestowed by the grace of 
God upon those who are wi to 
pay the price of putting out the 
world and inviting in the Spirit. 
On page 146 we read: ‘. . .the gifts 
of the New Testament time were 
intended for all ages...’ He says 
he agrees with Gordon, adding: 
. .. It is impossible for me to look 
at that rich cluster cf promises 
that hang by a single stem in Mark 
16:16-18, and pluck out what suits 
me, declaring that the rest of them 
obtained only for a short time 
Such treatment of the Word of 
God is unworthy the sincere stu- 
dents of the Bible. The ‘gift’ is 
there, and the ‘gift’ may be here.’ 


“On the contrary, see article 
from the pen of Rev. Louis Entz- 
minger in the Fundamentalist of 
Jan. 24, 1936. He says: ‘With the 
completion of the New Testament, 
miracles ceased.’ 

“On page four, column one, of 
the Sword of the Lord and of John 
R. Rice, Bro. Rice cites instances 


of divine healing and of other mir- '

acles. 

“I know of no good reason why 
miracles | could not be performed 
today as’ in New Téstament times. 
I know of no good reason why 
men, some men, could not speak 
with tongues today as in Bible 
times. I know of no good reason 
why James 5:14, 15 is not true 
and binding today as when it was 
written. I know that this position 
would incur the wrath of the 
‘strait-jacket orthodox’ Brethren. 
It differs from my early views. 
But the Bible is before us ,and the 
arguments made to prove that 
these gifts have ceased are too 
weak to command the respect of 
ardent, careful students of the Bi- 
ble. 

“If I may, I shall be giad to at- 
tend the Bible School at Fort 
Worth. I have been engaged in two 
Bible Schools in this section this 
winter. I feel that I need the 
prayers of all Christians. I rejoice 
in the proper success of all right- 
eous efforts. May the Lord con- 
tinue to bless us all.

First, is obedience. In John 14:- 
15, 16, Jesus said: 

"If ye love me, keep my com- 
mandments. 

"And | will pray the Father, and. 
he shall give you another Com- 
forter, that he may abide with you 
for ever:’ 


That promise is particularly for 
those that keep Christ’s command- 
ments. 


Likewise, the Great Commission 
says: 

"Go ye therefore, and teach all 
nations, baptizing them in the 
name of the Father, and of the 
Son, and of the Holy Ghost: 

"Teaching them to observe all 
things whatsoever | have com- 
my you: and; lo, | am with 
you always, even unto the end of 
the a (Matt. 28:19, 20). 


Notice again that the promise,
